USING THE FUNDS OF 
A BANK. . 


Encouraging Profitable 
Enterprises. ' 


In the course of a recent lecture 
on “Banking for Secretaries,” de- 
livered at the Incorporated Secre- 
tarles’ Association, at Cordwainera’ 
Hall, Cannon Street, London, Mr. 
W. F. Spalding said: : 

As secretaries the total of a 
bank’s resources will always Inter- 
est you. ‘I was looking at one when 
I prepared this lecture, and apart 
from the balance of its profit and 
loss account, I found that the bank 
had first, nearly £13% millions for 
use In its business a3 capital. The 
amount the bank has to pay for the 
use of this sum is obviously the 
dividend paid away to shareholders, 
and that necessarily is contingent 
upon sufficient profit being made to 
justify the payment... The real 
funds with which the Bank of Good 
Faith carried on its operations were 
the current, deposit and other .ac- 
counts, amounting in all to some 
£380,000,000.' © 

The actual cost to the bank of 
this money is not high, since on the 
greater part no interest is paid, and 
it is probably well within the mark 
to sny that the total interest pay- 
able rarely exceeds from 1 to 1% 
per.cent. per annum, Now, a bank 
does not hoard money; it only holds 
it until a suitable outlet for its use 

ind, How great a part 

in the advances to the 

firms of which you are secretaries I 

found on the assets side of the 

balance sheet; the amount was 
around £213,000,000. = 

Well, the. deposits enabled the 
bank to grant these loans and ad- 
vances to you who aro able and 
willing to expend them in produe- 
tive industry; that Is to say, in a 
manner’ which I hope will bring 
back to the. firms you represent— 
the producers—not only a sum 
greater than the amount originally 
lent by the bank, but also enough 
over to pry you increased ealaries 
and to-assist in the financial and 
commercial development of the 
country. This is one of the ways 
in which the banks encourage and 
maintain enterprises likely to be of 
a profitable character. 

Extravagant Borrowers, 

A bank’s prosperity may be as- 
eured in this way. Part of the de- 
posits may be employed in loans re- 
quired through tho extravagance on 
the part of the borrowers, but such 
can only be a small proportion of 
the whole of the loans, as it is only 
through reproductive: enterprises 
that the capital advanced by a 
banker can really be replaced. 

Occasionally a loan’ {fs repaid by 
the borrower’s gelling securities and 
handing back of the proceeds suffi- 
cient to liquidate his indebtedness; 
this is merely a transfer of capital 
from one to the other, but the funds 
that are not so transferred must 
be made through the industry. of 
the. producer. Granted that the 
security is complete, there is-only 
one absolute rule as to loans if a 
bank desires to conduct its opera- 
tions on a safe and prudent basis— 
the advance should not be of. fixed 
but. .of floating capital. ° 

Nothing may scem simpler than 
such a business, but In practice no 
business. requires closer attention, 
more skilful handling, or more 
strong common sense in its conduct.

MODERN ALBANIA. 


STORY OF ITS 
DEVELOPMENT. 


[By Raouf Fitso, Al Albanian Forelgn 
Minister.} 


Until a few years ago Albania 


was considered to be tha claasic 
country of revolutions.’ For cen- 
turies our nation was subjected to 
alien rule and owing to the indes- 
tructible thirst for liberty inherent 
in our race it was only natural that 
Albanians again took to arms in 
order té shake off the foreign yoke. 


Tt is true that the Reunion of Am- 


bassadors in 1912 confirmed our 
liberty, gained at the cost of so 
many sacrifices, but the road to- 
wards a really and independent 
Albania was still a long and weary 
one. When the Great war. ended, 
Albania was left in ruins. “As the 
aftermath of war severe domestic 
struggles continued to rend the 
country and it wag only under the 
regime of King Zogu that the great 
work of reconstruction was begun 
in which Albania also is included. 
To begin with, the gituation of 
Albania was a hopeless ene in all 
domains. The new state had to be 
reconstructed from the founda- 
tions and the moat urgent necessity 
was that of giving the country 
laws. Hitherto, in the cities, 
oriental tenets had prevailed, 
while in the mountains the tradi- 
tions of medieval “vendetta” still 
held their away. Now a great work 
of modern Jegislation has been 
achieved, Albania has given her- 
self, new fundamental Inws on the 
model of Europe. An unbiased 
modern administration was or- 
ganized throughout the country 
and, hand in hand with this reform 
of. public and private legislation. 
a reform of education was also in- 
troduced. To-day Albania has 
over 600 schools, elemertary .and 
secondary schools, teachers’ col- 
leges, agricultural and technical 
training schools. We !ay ‘more 
weight on-trade. and technica! 
training than on ‘classic schooling 
without, however, neglecting the 
latter. Several hundred students 
are studying at foreign untlverai- 
ties at the expense of the Govern- 
ment. 
7 Well Organised Army. 
Albania to-day possesses a well 
organized and equipped army. We 
recruit soldiers from among the 
sons of our peasantry .and moun- 
tain inhabitants, we teach them to 
read and to write and give them 
social! and hygienic training, so 
that they return to their villages 
like pupils who have absolved the 
elementary schools. Our gendar- 
merje, organized’ by a prominent 
English expert, General Percy,- re- 
presents a tried organ of public 
order. Foreign writers who have 
travelled in Albania confirm that 
order prevails everywhere and tha. 
strangers, all over Albania, 
with our traditional hospitality. 
The. tasks which the reconstruc- 
tion of economic life demanda are 
very great. It may be most In- 
teresting to create a modern state 
from nothing, but it is !ong and 
weary work to do so with Ilmited 
means and at the moment of a 
world crisis. The greatest Buce 
cess of the present regime wis the 
obtaining of the lonn of 50 million 
gold “francs for the carrying out 
of public work. By means of it a 


network of roads was built, ports|- 


and other public buildings con- 
structed. This work has given the 
covatry a new aspect. Auto- 
mobiles—a few years ago still a 
much gaped—at rarity—are to-day 
the genera) means of conveyance in 
Albania and a dense aviation net 
connects the. cities of the country 
together. 

' The Chief Problem, 

But tha chief problem of Albania 
is the agricultural question, With 
Its solutien the existence of our 
state is closely allied. Inspired by 
our King and with the assietancs 
of domestic and foreign experts 
the Albaniaa ‘ parliament has 
established a law on agricultural 
reform. Its.aim ie to give land to 
those peasants who possess noue 
and to rafse agricultural produc- 
tion in every possible way. The 
Government has -had great 
stretches of waste land cultivated; 
gee irerie and the extension of 
the cultivation of tobacco were in- 
Albania still possesses 
many tracts of primeval soil and; 
yjaccording to the statements of 
foreign experts, the country should 
be able, if rationally exploited, to 
‘lyteld sufficient . breadstuffs and 
meat to feed thrice its population. 
Negotiations ‘are. pending which 
aim at the drafnage and. artificial 
irrigation of ‘this {mmense .area 
with the help of foreign. capita! 
and it- ja hoped thus to Improve 
agriculture vastly, . In’ ten - jyears’ 
time Albania-may: become a: grain 
reservoir for .. nelghbouring. , Italy.

NORWEGIAN OWNERS. 


launch of the motor tanker Ash- 
more from Sir ‘W. G. Armstrong, 
Whitworth and Co.'s Tyne Iron 
Yard, on February 8, Mr. James 
Stewart, manager of Sir Armstrong 
Whitworth’'s shipyards, said the 
vessel was the last of a series of 
ten more or less sister ships for 
which they secured orders last 
year. He regretted to say that she 
was the last vessel on the stocks 
at the Armstrong Whitworth ship- 
yards, This time last year -there 
was p modest hoom in freights, and 
when shipbuilders could see there 
was no profit in doing so, they 
were only too- willing to build 
ships. Freights were now bad, 
however, and owners did not want 
new tonnage, so the berths of the 
poor shipbuilders were empty. 
They could mly hope that the 
worldwide depression would pass 
away. If anyone deserved success, 
it was their enterprising shipown- 
ing friends in Norway. Last year 
Messrs. Armstrong Whitworths 
turned out 126,000 tons deadweight 
of tankers, which was the third, 
highest total of any firm in the 
United Kingdom. They could not 
hope for anything like that this 
year, but they did not. despair, and 
all their energies. were being’ de- 
voted to trying to: get new orders. 

Mr. Stewart presented a silver 
salver to Mrs. ‘Jacobsen, who 
launched the vessel. ° 

“Mr. Math Jacobsen, replying for 
the owners, said times were so bad 
that owners could not place orders. 
but it was a pity that vessels ware 
not being built in such fine yards 
as those. of , Messrs. Armstrong 
Whitworth, where owners always 
obtained full ‘value for their 
money. 

Colonel C. F. Ritchin, respond- 
ing, said they regarded that as a 
sad occasion, but they were not 
downhearted, and he was glad to 
think their last ship was for their 
Norwegian friends, who had order- 
ed ships last year in a most liberal 
way.

“After proceeting to 
their ‘Inst port, the vessels will 
return via Alexandria, Naples, 
Genoa and Maracilles, thus afford- 
ing a most attractive itinerary for 
tourists interested in spots-steep- 
ed in history and romance. The 
Excalibur will be followed in this 
service by the Exochorda, the 
Exeter and Excambion, all design- 
ed and equipped capecially for the 
Mediterranean passenger service, 
so that passengers will find in 
them everything that makes for 
comfort in ocean travel. 

“Our present service to Mediter- 
ranean and Black Sea ports calls 
for 96 sailings a year, or eight a 
month.

£5,600: GOLD NUGGET 
BOY'S VALUABLE FIND IN 
AUSTRALIA 


Kalgoorlie, Jan. 16. 
A. sensation was caused in 
Kalgoorlie late last night when it 


was learnt that. Janes Joseph Lar- 


combe (aged 17 years) had dis- 
covered 9 slug of gold weighing 
1,1280z. of free gold at the alluvial 
find .at Larkinville,. The value of 
the nugget js estimated at approxi- 
mately £5,600. 

The ‘nugget is on view in Cool 
gardle, and is a record for Western 
Avstrolia, The Larkinville field 
during the past fow weeks has 
ylelded some fine slugs, but the one 
discovered yesterday probably will 
remain the most valuable. . 

It is more than twice the size of 
tha previous biggest nuggot found 
in this State, the Bobby Dazzler, 
which was unearthed in ‘1899 at 
Coongan River, Pilyara, and which 
weighed 4870z. Opinion is freely 
expressed: that the Government 
should not permit virgin gold of 
such phenomenal weight to be 
smelted into bars or cur 
rency, but that, with other 
slugs fram Larkinville, it should 
be, exhibited in London, Paris 
New York and other world 
centres. Ag overseas’ = inves- 
tors are now inclined to provide 
ecpital for Western Australian gold 
mining ventures, such aa exhibition 
would Indicate moat strongly the 
possibilities of unexploited aurlfer- 
ous ‘arees in this State. Thero 
would be no difficulty in regard to 
the purchasing of thes slugs, be- 
cause any Sank will advance money 
against gold. ; 

Largest Nugget. 

The largest nugget af gold dis- 
covered ‘in Australia was the’ Wel- 
come Stranger, weighing .2,2840z.. 
which was found at Meliagul (Vic- 
torla) in 1869. This also. is tho 
largest nugget’ of‘ gold discovered 
anywhere In the world.

The following memorandum has 
been addressed to the Governments 
and International Institutions by 
the . Permanent Bureau of — the

The only disarmament envisaged 
by the Sovict 
digarmament of the bourgeoisic and 
the arming of the proletartat. 

The fight is inevitable—it is being 
waged daily before our eyes—be- 
tween bolshevism .and the construc- 
tive forces of civilisation, and not 
only on an international but also on 
a national plane. 

On the bolshevist side the fight is 
being direeted by the Political 
Bureau of the Russian Communist 
Party (Politbureau), upon which 
depend the Soviet Government .and 
the Executive Committee of the 
Third International.

If this world 
factor of trouble and disorder and 
destruction which the bolshevist 
power represents were suppressed 
it would be possible to give work 
to millions of unemployed, Unem- 
ployment, which constitutes such a 
serious menace from the social as 
well ag from the economic point of 
view, is preparing what the bolahe- 
viks call the “revolutionary situa- 
tion” The Sixth Congress of the 
Third International, which met at 
Moscow in the Summer of 1928 
formulated this menace: “It is 
necessary that the situation of the 
massea shall have become more than 
ordinartly painful.”

‘Wrist Action in Golf is 
Essential. 


WORKING WONDERS. 


1 was very interested recently in 
of a gulf ball off the 
driver of a player who kas ren ain- 
ed faithful to hickory shafty. It 
wus also interestins; to compare !: 
with the Might off the ateel-shafte 
driver of another player, writes 
Cc. B. MacFarlane tn the Evening 
News. 

The ball went awzy crisply off tho 
hickory driver.. It travel'ed througn 
the air for about 180 yards, and did 


not fall to earth so quickly a3 the |’ 


ball off the ateel-shafted club. 

I have long held the epinion that 
the steel-shafted club does not im- 
part the same amount of spin to the 
ball as the hickory, and golfers al! 
know that spin keeps the ball in the 
air, 

Slightly Lofted on Face, . 

We have all noticed, I am sure, 
that when we get a perfect drive 


‘| the peg tee has gone down into.tho 


ground, showing that the club’s 
angle has been somewhat down: on 
the ball.. But our bad tee shots, 
especially if hit at ‘all high, shift the 
peg. 

It is a fact that your driver ought 
to be slightly lofted on its face, 
otherwise the ball would not get any 
spin and would not start off wit 
that low initial flight to rise up 
Inter and soar over tho far bunker 
well up the fairway. 

I noticed that the stcel-shafted 
driver was inclined Lo raise the ball 
up somewhat more quickly than the 
hickory one, and I came to the con- 
clusion that the’ fault was largel7 
caused by the player, win was too 
late in getting in the turn of the 
wrists immediately before imprct. 

Steel-shafted drivers.and brassics 
have worked wonders with some 
players, due, I believe, to the fact 
that: these clubs are definitely 
lighter than hickory-shafted clubs. 
Those golfers who have improved 
their gume have found ovt that they 
must get that turn over of the 
wrists into the’ shot more snappily 
than they had te do with thelr 
hickory clubs. 

Wrist Work Necessary. 

It is this absence of wrist snap 
which delays the Jong handicap 
golfer from getting Into single 
figures. If we strike the ball with- 
out that wrist turn we cannot get 
A short mashie pitch 
may on occasion be played without 
it, but wrist action is a vital nceecs- 
sity. in the long shots. 

Few handicap golfers can finish 
their shots’ with the fron pointing 
to the left of the gctusl line, and 
Tam certain if these long-suffering 
golfers, who. see their shots too 
often end up in a bunker, could get 
it, their whole game would im- 
prove, 


The best way to practise it is to|’ 


gel a well-lofted brassie or spoor 
and try to prevent the ball from 
rising by shutting down the club- 
face at impact. In spite of your 
efforts, however, the ball will get 
up, but care must be taken that the 
follow-through goee after the ball. 

On no account must the clubhead 
be pulled in round the left leg. It 
must go straight out -on the line of 
play.

SOLICITOR AMONG 
THE PAPUANS. 


The Adventures of Mr. 
Laycock. 


BIRD OF PARADISE. 


The adventures of Mr. John Lay- 
cock, the well-known advocate and 
solicitor of Siagapore, and until 
recently a member of the Munici- 
pal Commission, along the wild 
northern coast of New Guinea last 
Summer, were Interestingly tolt by 
himself to the Singapore Rotary 
Club at their veekly tiffin meeting 
at Raffles Hotel. 

The exportation of birds of 
paradise, cannibals, and an ac- 
count of Papuan wonder at a white 
were a few of the 
varied points touched upon by the 
apeaker who considered that 
Papua, “had beaten civilisation.” 

“At Manokwari and later at 
Humboldts ay, Hollandia, we 
took on board numbers of casao- 
waries and tree kangaroos sald the 
speaker during his . address. 
“These are ordinary articles of 
commerce in thoge regions. Par- 
rots, cockatoos and lories of 
various kinds go without saying 
of course. Even a few of the rarer 
birds of paradise were smuggled 
on board. : 

“As you know, the export of 
birda of paradise and their skins 
is now prohibited but some are 
smuggled out. I have no sym- 
pathy with this prohibition, which 
scems to me sentimentality carried 
to excess, The female bird of 
paradise never carries any plum 
age in any of the varicties I have 
The male bird is the only 
plumage bird and he does not get 
his plumage until he is between 
four‘and five years old. 

“It therefore did no harm what- 
ever to kill off a whole lot of the 
old male birds and it may infact 
have strengihened” the stock. 
There was no possible queation of 
exterminating the species as no 
one would dream of killing the 
female or the young males; they 
are absolutely insignificant a5 any 


of you can gee ‘at Mr. Basapah's |, 


Zoo. 
Paralysing Blow To Trade. 

The stoppaz? of this trade has 
been a paralysing blow to Dutch 
New: Guinea. The Dutch impose 
an export customs duty on every- 
thing going out of the country and 
a custom officer goes round with 
the ship: On my trip he collected 
about F1.1,000. Five or six years 
ago, in the heyday of the paradise 
bird trade, he used to collect 
F1.12,000 or more. This will give 
you an idea of what that trade 
theant to New Guinea, At Hol- 
landia where formerly there were 
about twenty Chinese kedais there 
are now sbout four. 

“IT am in favour of being kind 
to our feathered friends but not at 
the cost of ruining the entire coun- 
try. This curious state of mind or 
the part: of enthusiasts Is still 
strong In the land. I was told 
while there’ that the Government 
of the Straits Settlements had re- 
cently been making representations 
io the Government of the N.E.L 
asking them to tighten up the pro- 
hibition and to prevent smuggling 
out of birds; which - action was 
taken .(os I found out) at the 
instance of a well-known Singa- 
pore gentleman. 

“It must give him and those of 
his kidney greet satisfaction to re- 
flect on the. number of decent 
traders whom they have deprived 
of 2 living to satisfy their humani- 
tarian ideas.” : 

“There.is a popular belief that 
Papuans -are cannibals.” went on 
Mr. Laycock Sater. “At Macassar 
several gentlemen expressed a 
lively. concern leat I should remain 
in New Guinea in the ‘stomach of 
a Papuan. No doubt the belief is 
well founded but cannibalism — is 
not. practised now save: possibly in 
the remotest regions: ~ 

“The Papuan is’ born {dle and 
lives on jungle produce, sago 
roots (taro). fish and any smali 


animals he éan shoot. with his ar 


rows. He will eat almost anything 
he can get, ‘rats, mice, tough. old 
cassowary, tree kangaroo, or any- 
thing ‘else. Some even cht a kind

of shaly atone which they nibble 
like chocolate. He will’ eat a rat 


or bird threo days dead and de-|- 


composing, after giving it 9 turn 

over o charcoal fire to brown its 

‘outside, 
Seareity of Food 

.“The provision of sufficient food 
must be a constant anxiety for 
them, and hunger a constant 
enemy.” 

He himself had little doubt that 
the shortage of other food “ must 
have been one of ‘the main reasons 
for their cannibalism. ees: 

There were only about a dozen 
white men along the whole coas* 
of Northern New Guinea and 
many of these were missionaries. 

Summing up his impressions of 
this wild corner of the globe Mr. 
Laycock anid: Theré are no roads 
_in Dutch New Guinea but there are 
a few tracks fit for horses; there 
are of course 10 motor cars, Ex- 
cept for a few tiny plantations on 
islands and near the coast, the 
whole country is jungle and no 
attempt is being made to develop 
it. The country in fact gives ono 
the feeling thet here clvilisation is 
definitely defeated. Papua has 
beaten civilisution. Except that 
the Dutch Government, preserves 
order and that the missionaries 
have converted o number of the 
natives on the coast, Papua must 
in all essentials’.be in the same 
condition as it’ was 200 years ago. 

Describing a swim which ha took 
at Bosnick on the island of Wisk, 
in the Pacific. Ocean ‘north of 
Geelvink Bay on the return journey 
to Singapore, Mr. Layeock said:— 

I had a swim from the boat and 
all the village crowded out to ses 
the remarkable sight of a whito 
man swimming. When’ after tho 
swim I pulled myself into the 
motor boat thay gave the Papuan 
equivalent of a loud cheer and a 
hearty laugh and as the boat 
moved away they threw at us all 
the orchids which I had: declined 
to buy. Bosnix is the one Papuan 
place of which I preserve a happy. 
recollection.” 


FOR DEMOCRACY. 


WHAT IS BEING DONE IN N.W. 
FRONTIER PROVINCE. 


‘New Delhi, Jan. 31. - 

A communique by the North- 
West Frontier Province adminis- 
tration, the text of which has 
been issued to the Press, states 
that though public attention is at 
present focussed. on the larger 
aspect of popular representation 
in legislative bodies, it is, never- 
theless, interesting to observe 
the advance towards democratic 
contro] which is taking place in 
the: North-West Frontier Pro- 
vince in the constitution of muni- 
cipalities and district boards. 

It has been decided to introduce 
a 60 per cent. elective element 
into the personnel of these bodies, 
and, already, much spade work 
has been done to make the deci- 
sion effective. 

Electoral. Rolls, 

In three municipalities tenta- 
tive electoral rolls have been com- 
pleted, and the formation of con- 
stituencies is in progress while, 
in the remainder, including Hoti 
Marden, ‘which has recently been 
raised to the status of a muni- 
cipality and district board, elec- 
tion rules, which prescribe fran- 
chise and membership qualifica- 
tions and the procédure to be ob- 
served in the conduct of elections, 
will be notified in the North-West 
Frontier Province Gazette of 
January 80, 1981, and will, no 


doubt, receive the close attention” 


they deserve at the hands of p¥os- 
pective candidates and_ others: in- 
terested. : 

It is expected that the ‘draft 
election rules will be confirmed by 
the end of February and the Fron- 
tier Province administration will 
give full consideration to any sur- 


gestions. for their improvement |. 


Nias are submitted by February. 
As they stand, the draft rules 
follow ‘closely: the lines‘of ‘those 
adopted-in the Punjab.'i As re- 
gards the reconstitution of dis- 
trict boards, the larger areas to 
be enfrancised complicate the-pre- 
paration of the electoral rolls, but 
the work: has already been begun 
and, the formatioin © of ‘consti- 
tuen¢ies is being taken in hand.

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Recruitment Among 
Anglo-Indians ? 


Bombay Jan. 31. 

One of the probems to be dis- 
cusved at the forthcomimg mecting 
of the Bombay: Diocesan Council is 
that of how to provide a supply of 
clergy to India in the futire. 
A memorandum on the subject ‘by 
Canon G. F. Harvey, which is to ba 
submitted to the Council, states 
that the position js a eerlous ono 
and, unless the Church In India 
tnkes the matter in hand at once, 
it will be called upon in the near 
future to go through such a-severe 
crisis as will shake it to its very 
foundations, if it dces not wreck it 
altogether, 
Discussing the future when clergy 
may cease to come out from Eng. 
land, Canon Harvey pleads that. the 
sons of the domiciled European and 
Anglo-Indian communities should 
now be prepared for the vocation 
of priesthood. The canon thus sup- 
ports the appeal made a year ago by 
the Bishop of Bombay. 
Congregations of Europeans, 
Anglo-Indians and members of the 
domiciled community, the canon 
points out, are now ministered to 
(1) by Government chaplains en- 
tively maintained by tie ,Govern- 
ment; 
(2) by diocesan chaplains largely 
paid for by Government grants and 
(3) the Cowley Fathers who also 
have a parish. 


Reduction on Principle. 


“Now, It is very obvious, except 
to those who will not see, that 2 
great change is slowly being effect- 
ed in our European parishes. For 
example, it is becoming Incrensing- 
ly difficult to obtain clergy from 
England, and, in course of time, 
European congregations will have 
no clergy from overseas to minister 
to them and will be dependent upor 
Indian clergy or thcse drawn from 
the domiciled community. 

The cadre of Government chap- 
lains is being steadily reducet on 
principle. The Government wi'! be 
responsible only for. 
clergy ‘for British

“Indeed, they have been discour- 
aged from doing so. It behoves 6 
in India, therefore, to take steps to 
remedy this state of affairs and to 
put defore aur’ boys the priesthood 
ar a voeation.”
